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Limax (Limacus) flavus Linne, 1758, living on the island of St. Helena

Recently three papers were published presenting species lists and surveys concerning 
the tragical history of the terrestrial molluscan fauna of St. Helena (Crowley & Pain, 1977; 
Crowley, 1978; Solem, 1978). While identifying molluscs collected on the island by Mr. 
A. Loveridge, two slugs looking externally like the European Limax (Limacus) flavus 
Linne, 1758, were encountered. This species has not previously been reported from St. 
Helena. The initial identification could be confirmed by studying the genitalia of both 
specimens. The penis is rather long and convoluted; the spermatheca duct joins the vagina. 
The two slugs were collected at Varneys estate, on 19.XII.1977 and 16.VIII.1979 
respectively.
